COMPENSATION COVERS 


INJURY BY OVERWORK, 
MICHIGAN COURT RULES 


Saginaw, Mich. (LPA) 


that an employee who is injured 
through overstrain 
heavy and burdensome work is en- 
titled to workmen’s compensation. 
It is the first such decision in 
Michigan. 

Mrs. Bessie Underwood, an em- 
ployee of the National Motor Cast- 
ings Division, Campbell, Wyant, 
and Cannon Foundry Co., devel- 
oped a back injury in 1948 after the 
company required her to lift and 
carry weights as high as 60 pounds. 

Mrs. Underwood filed for com- 
pensation. The compagy refused to 
pay, saying this was just the usual 
backaches of women and that in 
any case injuries from overwork 
were not covered by the Compen- 
sation Act. 

The deputy commissioner for the 
Compensation Commission agreed 
with the company. His decision was 
reversed after Mrs. Underwood ap- 
pealed to the commission. The 
company then took the case to the 
Supreme Court, ‘which handed 
down a unanimous ruling uphold- 
ing the commission.

Mexican “wetbacks” constitute a 
danger to American health stand- 
ards, Assistant Secretary of Labor 
Robert T. Creasey warned in a 
statement hitting at the “despicable 
practice of encouraging Mexicans 
to enter the United States il- 
legally.” 

Speaking before the fifth annual 
convention of Communication 
Workers of America, Creasey cited 
figures to show the high disease 
death rate among Mexican-Ameri- 
cans, 


“A comparison of the death rate 
in 1946, when the total number of 
‘wetbacks’ in the country was sub- 
stantially below today’s amount, 
reveals that fewer than 2 of each 
100,000 Anglo-Americans died from 
diphtheria, but the rate for Mexi- 
can-Americans was 3 and one-half 
times this amount,” the Assistant 
Secretary declared. 


‘Only 1 out of 200,000 Anglo- 
Americans died from whooping 
cough, but 12 times this many 
Mexicans were killed by this dis- 
ease. During the same period the 
death rate for tuberculosis for 
Mexican-Americans was 6 times as 
great as it was for Anglo-Ameri- 
cans. 

“An examination of Hidalgo 
County, Texas, in 1949 showed the 
infant death rate among Spanish- 
speaking people was nearly 5 times 
as great ag that of Anglo-Ameri- 
cans. During this same” period 
Hidalgo and adjacent Cameron 
County contained one-thirtieth of 
the population of the State of 
Texas. Yet one-fifteenth of all the 
meningitis in the State was con- 
centrated in these two counties. 
This small area also had almost 3 
times as much typhoid and diph- 
theria as the average for the State, 
more than 4 times as much dysen- 
tery, and 6 times as.much malaria 
as the State average.” 


Creasey also stressed that em- 
ployment of “wetbacks,” requiring 
American workers to compete with 
the Mexicans for jobs, forces wage 
rates down to “an unbelievably low 
level.” 

He said that in Hidalgo County, 
which he called “the heart’ of the 
“wetback” country in the lower Rio 
Grande Valley, a U. S. Government 
survey revealed that in the fiscal 
year 1947-48 almost 10 per cent of 
the Spanish-speaking families had 
annual incomes below $500, almost 
half of them made less than $1000, 
7 out of 10 were below $1500, and 
more than 80 per cent of these 
families earned less than $2000.

Hikes Pay Rate 
Of Apprentices 


In conformity with recommenda- 
tions of the California State Coun- 
cil of Carpenters, the Monterey 
Bay Area District Council of the 
craft has voted to inform contrac- 
tors of the area that henceforth 
new rates of pay for apprentices 
will be in effect. 

Harvey Baldwin, district council 
president, said that starting ap- 
prentices will receive 60 per cent 
of journeyman pay from now on, 
with a five per cent increase each 
six months until journeyman rate 


| is reached at the end ‘of four years. 


Carpentry apprentice commit- 
tees throughout the area will be 
advised of the new rate also. The 
joint committee for the Salinas 
area already has approved jthe new 
rate, according to Balddin, who 
also is business agent of Salinas 
Carpenters Union 925, 

Formerly apprentice started at 
40 per cent of the journeyman 
rate. The increase will be effec- 
tive April 30, when the higher 
wage scale for journeymen car- 
penters goes into effect as result 
of a new contract with Associated 
General Contractors, The new car- 
penter rate is $2.39 per hour.
